BURNED TO DEIITH;

On Monday last. Nov, 4. .a larga 
frame building occupied by George 
Stumbo and family, located at Felix, 
W. Va., a station on the N. and W. 
railway, 14 miles east ot Ft Oay, 
was totally destroyed by tire, an-l 
two children, a boy 8 years old, and 
a girl of 8 months, were burned to 
death. The father was absent when 
the fire occurred, and tha mother 
had gone to the barn for corn, leav- 
ing the children alone In the house. 
Returning she saw flames bursting 
from an open door. A large crowd 
gathered at^Oie scene of the disaster 
In a very short *lme and every pos- 
sible effort was made to save the 
helpless children, but they perished 
before the eyes of the distracted 
mother. The large general store of

Mine safety car No. 7 of tbe Unit- 
ed States Bureau of Mines, in chargj 
of Mirer Foreman, D. J. Price and 
a crew ot expert miners, reached 

PaintsvlUe on Friday, Nov. 1, on a 
itour of eastern Kentucky. The csr 
will be on exhibition at Patntsvllle 
until Nov. 16, at which time It will 
leave for Prestonsburg. Illustrated 
lectures on greater safety in mining 
are being given every evening. 

This mine safuty car is one of 
' eight that constttute tbe life sav- 
ing service of tlic Ilureau of Mines 
for the rescue of minors in time ot 
lUsaater. Each car is fully man- 
ned by a corps ot miners trained in 
rescue work and equipped with the 
latest rescue apparatus and first ali 
to the Injured and is ready at a 
moment's notice to proceed to tbe 
scene ot a dlsaater, where tbe res- 
cue corpa, In cooperation with the 
state mining officials will do every- 
thing possible to save entombed 
miners. 

The saving ot human life Is the 
emergency feature of a general'cam- 
palgn of educational work among th 
miners who will not only be taught 
the use of the rescue apparatus, but 
also the proper way to take care of 
aa injured miner. There will al8i> 
be Illustrated lectures on the use 
of explosives, electrical equipment 
in tbe mines, fire prevention, sani- 
tation and first aid surgical treat- 
ment. These lectures are to be glv^ 
en In the oar whenever a suitable 
meeting place can not be procured. 

The car contains eight oxygen hel- 
mets, a supply of oxygen in tanks, 
one dosen safety lamps, one field, 
telephone with 2,000 feet ot wire, a 
collapsible steel mine cage for emer- 
gencies, a resuscitating apparatus 
known as the pulmotor, for reviv- 
ing asphyxiated to-the-lnjured. One 
end ot the car Is fitted up as on air 
tight room to be used In training 
men in the use of the oxygen hel- 
mets. This room will be filled wttU 
noxious fumes, and the miners wear^ 
ing the helmets will remain Inside 
tor two hours in an atmosphere that 
would kill without helmets. These- 
are the helmets that permit one to 
enter a mine Immediately following 
an explosion while it is still tilled 
with poisonous gases, and breatha 
artificially. The absence of tbe hel- 
mets at great catastrophes In tho- 
United States, has, it Is believed, re- 
sulted In a greater loss of life than 
was necessary. Frerinently mtnei-s. 
who have not suffered pifVBical iu- 
Jury have been entombed In 
mine to die slowly from the Inhali? 
tlon of the poisonous gases. Had It 
been possible to reach these men 
within a tew hours, their lives 
might have been saved. Tbe hel- 
JieU proved their worth at the ill- 
fated Cherry mine when the resouerg 
succeeded ln'g«tting twenty men out 
alive after thqy had been entombed 
seven daya. In • number ot other 
Inatances, miners have been saved 
lerribla deaths by the prompt 
arrival of the helmeted rescuers.

powerful corporations are resisting 

the action of the Board of Valuation 
and Assessment and endeavoring to 
perpetuate taxation which their own 
admissions show to be unjust and 
unequal. 

"If the corporations which have 
instituted suits persist in their ef- 
forU, the State of Kentucky and the 
cause of the taipayers should bi 
defended in the oourta by counsel 
in every way well-eqnipped, and by 
aU the attomeyli that may be needed 
to meet and cope with the many 
able attorneys who Instituted the 
suits. 

"1 have perfect confidence in the 
ability and known loyalty to tho 
State's interests of Attorney General 
Garnett and his three assistants, and 
also In tbe able and well-equipped 
attorney, Mr. Rich, who. by request 
of th° Attorney tieueral, In writing. 
I have employed but 1 will be pleas- 
ed to appoint another Attorney, or 
two others, if jibe Attorney G9neral, 
in writing, should ask me to do so, 
as, under the law, I OMinot employ 
counsel to represent tkw Stat* with- 
out his request. 

"Subsection 6 of sections IIS-IS 
(article 2, page 218) of the Ken- 
tucky Statutes provides: 

" 'The Attorney Oeneral and his 
Assistants shall attend to all litiga- 
tion and business In or out of the 
.Slate, required of his or them under 
this act, or other existing law or 
laws hereinafter enacted, and also 
any litigation or business that any 
State officer may have lii connection 
with or growing oat of his official 
duty; and no State officer, board of 
trustees or the head of any depart 
ment or institution of 'the SUte 
shall have authority to employ or 
be represented by any other counsel 
or Httorney at law unless the emer- 
gency arises - which. In the opinion 
of the Attorney Oeneral, requires 
tbe employment of other counsel, in 
order to properly protect the Interes 
of the Commonwealth, In which 
event tbe Attorney Oeneral shall, in 
writing, setting forth reasons for 
such employment, requests the Gov- 
ernor to employ such' additional 
counsel. • •

ployed, his fee and compensation 
shall be agreed upon and fixed by

In 
the field of agriculture the live 
artock industry soon came to tbn 
<tont iinil 1" tlie first half of tU.j 
IStli century this atiite became the 
Mecca toward which many seekers of 
the best blood In beef cattle and 
■ght horses turned. From an Indus- 
trial standpoint the cattle interests 
ware the more Important and whl<e 
l^e light horse interests of Kentucky 
kave always maintained their pres 
tige. It is a lamentable fact that 
la the Utter part of the 1 9th ceo- 
tiiry we fe)l sadly behind. In the 
breeding of other fine stock and » 
Ceneral agriculture. This period may 
almost be called a period of de- 
cadence. The soil had become sadly 
depleted, the fOresU had been butch 
^sred and the mtninf Interests baJ 
fallen iarg'-iy Into ti(e hands of peo- 
ple who were :io! Kentucklans. All 
these ji in.'aiices conspired to 
drain Kuin/ Ay'a wealth. With the 
iar ' -lit; . the :;Oth ceiitiir.v, how- 
. t' |)eoi]le w hu liail already 
.0 realize that things were go- 
■ n wrong, began to look about for 
.eans of Improvement. 
The writer happens to be one who 
Is enlisted in the work of agricul- 
tural improvement. A person at- 
tempting 'such work has various dU'- 
ficulttes to encounter. The task Is a 
bard one in itself, even if all con- 
csnied had a heart and band to 
bslp. One of the principal dlfflcul- 
tiis is the prejudice against the 
tkeoretlcal farmer, many insisting 
tkat the teacher should be, above 
Jdl things, a practical farmer. W<i 
should here recall the fact that the 
practical farmer has hud his way 
■Ittce the country was first settled 
and the result of his operations Is 
nuch a depletion of the soil that it 
produces in most cases less than 
kalf of what It could have condemn- 
ed themselves. -As a matter ot fact, 
tlM theoretical farmer who is en- 
gsged In improving agriculture haa 
Is every ease been made to put h<i 
tkeory Into practice and to succeed 
with i* before ho has been licensed 
to teach others. The state and fed- 
eral authorities realise that the 
problem Is so important that none 
other than proven masters are em- 
ployed for such work. 

Conditions, however, must be tak- 
en as they are found and the prej- 
udice uf many of the older farmers 
lias been taken into due account. 
With this In miud, the boys and 
girls, less circumscribed and dog- 
aaatlc in their Ideas, are being giv- 
•n a large proportion of the atten- 
tion of experts in agriculture. The 
result is that these boys and girls 
art putting Into practice the things 
that they have learned, are making 
them succeed, and, largely as a re- 
sult of their work, the adiilt farm- 
ers are being led to see 'that farm- 
ing la . a business and a science 
wblsh must have study if it is to 
succeed. 

Agriculture should be 'taught not 
only in every high school and pri- 
' vate school of the country, but also 
In every district school, and It is

the wealth of a state Is commensur- 
ate with the wealth or earning ca- 
pacity of tlie average citlien. That 
a trained farmer can make an acre 
produce .'lO i)cr cent and often many 
hundred per cent more than it has 
formerly ♦produced, has been prov- 
en too often to need words here. 
Obviously the whole subject resolves 
Itself Into the fact that it is su- 
premely important that every child 
should be given a chance tP learn 
the scientific principles of sgricul 
ture. 

European countries have demon 
strated ^le (act that soli may be 
used for hundreds of years and In 
Btoad of being depleted, may be 
madfi the better for having been 
used. 

■ Agriculture Is the mainstay of 
Kentuclt.v and Kentucky's agricul- 
tural progress will be measured by 
the development of her live stock 
Industry. The live stock interests 
of the state have made such ini 
provement in the lust few years and 
bid fair to regain the former pr^i- 
stlge of Kentucky In the live stock. 
If live stock and live stock products 
alone could be sold from Kentucky 
farms for ten years. 6ia increase In 
fertility and productive power would 
be marvelona 

Every part of the state Is well 
suited <for some kind of agriculture. 
For example, while general farming 
on an extensive scale may not bJ 
possible In the mountains, the poul- 
try and horticultural interests 
should be liiKhly developed. To 
avoid failure, one principle should 
be observed and that la. to beglu on 
a small scale and grow into the 
businees. 

One of the best possible projects 
for any boy or girl is to get a few 
iowls of some good b;;|ed, or even 
a few eggs, and maM <a beginning, 
using all the Information available 
as to the best methads of feeding, 
breeding and manacement. Again 
and again U has been demonstratsd 
that the pure bred animal of any 
class of live stock is more profit- 
able than the scrub, hence the Im- 
portance 'of beginning right. A pair 
of pure bred pigs well cared for 
would be a benefit, not only to the 
boy making the investment, but al- 
so to bis neighbors. 

We might continue Indefinitely to 
name easy possibilities for the farm 
boy or girl In any section of the 
state. The Agricultural College or 
Kxperlmant Station at Leztngton >s 
ready and glad to help any person 
In the state who is trying to succeed 
In any agrloultaral nndertaklng, and 
ibeis .serj^ces are tree.

To attempt to say anything new 
on a general topic like "Duties of 
Teachers," is like trying to renovate 
a thread-bare theme. There Is dan- 
ger ot dealing in platitudes. But the 
"young Ideas must be taught how 
to shoot." The school teacher In 
the public school, contrary to tradi- 
tion, bt'ara the distinction of hold- 
ing th» most responsible part in so- 
ciety. Such being the case, what re 
qulrements should turn up the per- 
aonel of the teacherT Let us see. 

Broad'y speaking, the aim ot 
every teachar should be to tit the 
pupil tor society, by moulding him 
into available shape for society, a 
good oitlsen.'The duty at the teach* 
er. therefbre. Is threefold: First.' 
like the parent in the home, the 
Ideals of obedience gad manllaass 
should be Infused Into the pupil. 
Second, thp teacher should diaw out 
of the pupil all of his dormant, la- 
i> if.iililllticB, by teaching him 
how to think, and how to investigate 
for himself. Teacher, don't commit 
the "unpardonable sin" of doing all 
the talking yourself. Third, the 
teacher who Is himself without prin- 
ciple or morals, has no business 
trying to act as sponser for Amer- 
ican youths. Row can « teacher re- 
lieve a pupil's eye from tha mole, 
with a beam in his own aye? 

ta conclusion: Show the pupil 
that you are his (rtend. The first 
essential Is to gain his favor. Oet 
his good will and friendship — and 
you can make a good clt^an out of 
him. Above all, don't leave the im^ 
pression with either your student or 
the patrons of your school division 
tbat you ars engaged In the busl- 
ss merely from the mercenary 
Mtaadpolnt. Such teachers ave para-' 
Bltaa— ssttnc Into the vltaJs of the 
pvute, md as snoii, oucKt to bs

We not only naed to he M but 
we must be 'clothed. This, branch of 
Domestic Science is also taught l» 
the schooUi along with cooking. This 
Includes the making of garments, 
use ot patterns and drafting. Back 
of all this every woman ahould 
know how to test dtffsrent fabrics 
to distinguish the difference be- 
tween woolen and cotton material, 
between cotton and linen.' There are 
simple store temb wliich are very 
necessary to know. After she is able 
to examine material she should 
know the kinds of material to usi> 
In various seasons and occupulious 
of the different members of 
the family this also Includes 
the master of good taste, the com- 
bining ot colors, the choosing of 
garments which arg suitabls and be- 
coming. The dressing of chlldr^h Is 
very Important in order tP save la- 
bor and make them comfortable. 

Not only must we be aletbed and 
fhd but we must be sheltered. This 
concerns the decoration of the house 
Our home can be in good taste, 
riiiltaljle to the needs of the family 
anil comfortable; or they can bO 
filled uitli a lot of Hlioddy, [juper- 
fluous, material that has no use to 
the people to whom it belongs or 
anyone else. The house necessi- 
tates a gei^ral knowledge ot plumb- 
ing, heating, ventilation, and archi- 
taoture to make it beantiful as well 
as bealthtttl. One should know how 
to ehooae k site tor a house and 
the kind ot house suitable for that 
i)artlcular location. In short no two 
houses can be built and turoiahed' 
exactly alike because ths 4astse, 
needs and ideals of two familios are 
never the same.
